mL O° Facobiti/m is reduced very low, 
and driven out of public Society to 
repine in Corners ; yet it makes fre- 
@ quent Incurfions among us, under 
® the Mafque of Indifference. It is 
obfervable, that the Gentlemen in 
this way of Thinking, at the fame 
Time that they hefitate a Diflike againft the R*y*! Family, 
are ever ready to vindicate the Fratercu/i, and indced not 
without Reafon; as I apprehend the Meafures thefe pur- 
fue, tend not a little towards recommending the Facobite 
Canfe to the Approbation of the Multitude ; and, however 
oblique, yet lead as certain to the Mark as if they were 
dire&tly pointed at it.
